BOSTON & MAINE RAILROAD. 


TO THE fEOPLti OF NEW HAMPSHIRE:— 


The Boston nnd Maine Railroad desires to call to your attention a bill 


introduced in the Legislature on Wed nesday last purporting to offer a solu- v 
tion of the much vexed rate question. The bill sets forth the present con- 
tractual relations betwen the railroad .and the State and that these rela- 
tions may properly be modified by the consent of the parties. The bill, 
therefore, to become operative must have the assent both of the state and 
the railroad. 
The following considerations are respectfully submitted: 


Under the terms of this bill the state proposes to enter into a contract 


with the Boston and Maine Railroad in substitution of the contracts of 
1833 and 1839, relating to railroad rates. The terms proposed are much 
more burdensome than the terms of the original contract. 
It is needless 


to say that the railroad cannot voluntarily accept a contract more drastic 
and onerous than the present contract. 


May I briefly state to you the situation? Without legislative sanction we 


must go back to the rate basis of 1883 and 1889 on July 1st of this year. 
The rates which are above the rates of those 'years yield us annually a 
revenue of about one 'hundred thousa nd dollars in excess of the 
revenue 


an * we 
would 
receive 
under the •< old-" rates.. The rates which are 


below the rates of 1883 and 1889, if raised tc the limit of those years, in- 
cluding passenger- and freight, wou'c1 yield anywhere from half to 
three 


quarters of a ir-.ioi. dollars a l •• ion?! I revenue. 


But, as has been so closely 
stated by the Public Service Commission, it 


ia undesirable to go back to what it terms "the antiquated conditions and 
classifications of 1883 and 1889." The Commission says, in reference to the 
undesirability of going back to the old schedules: 


"As o practical matter, for tn« reasons stated, a return to the rat* 


basis of 18B3 and 1889 must be re garded as undesirable. 
At present 


the Boston and Maine system is operated as an entirety, with thorough 
rates between all points on tho system, and with n single, modern clas- 
sification. 
No one can desire that any ntcp should be taken 
back- 


ward towards the antiquated condit ions and classifications of 1883 and 


1889, 
"To some extent, also, the restric' tions contained in the statutes of 


1883 
and 1389 have undoubtedly ten ded to deter the railroad from at- 


tempt ing nny penernl rate revision, for under those restrictions a ra- 
tional and comprehensive readjustm ent would be impossible without 
serious depletion cf the revenues of the railroad, 
' 
' 


"It is obvious that no patchwork method of readjustment, 
having 


for its background either the present or the leg.il basis of rates, could 
even remotely approach that stand ard. 
To get such a rate system as 


New Hampshire needs, it is nececsary absolutely to ignore the present 
and forget the past, and to construct an entirely new fabric of new ma- 
terials." 
What Inducements Hre held out to us to make a new contract? 
None, 


whatever, but on the other hand add! tional burdens are sought to be im- 
posed thereby. 


First, 
TheVe are about two hundred miles of line operated by the Bos- 


on and Maine Railroad in New Hampshire which art not subject to any of 
hese restrictive statutes. 
We 
are asked to inoluda these railroads in 


.he new contract. 


Second. It la not yet determined by the courts whether under thes* ttat* 


utes the rnllroad is forbidden to raise any individual rate, provided there is 


additional burden 
as 
a 
whole placed upon traffic. We are asked m - - 


the new contract to agree that no individual rnte thai! be raised without 
the consent of th* Legislature—n suggestion which is contrary to the rec- 
ommendation cf the Public 
Service Commission and to that of the former 


Governor in tfsnsw-ttinQ to the prei mt Legislature the 
report 'of 
the 


Commission. 


Third. 
Under the proposed 
bill, apparently, no freight rates can b* 


increased and if additional rev'enue is required- (he whole burden must 
fnll upon passenger rntcs. The passenger rates are low and 
probably 


aome additional revenue ought to 
be secured from this source, 
but 
why 


hould tho whole burden b* placed upon them?. We ask, in 
case th* 


Commission i^iould find that additional revenue is required, that a part of 
the burden be placed upon 
frtightratei. We suogested to the Committee 


thnt the Commission be directed to establish a <tch*du|* of just and rea- 
sonable rates, which should yield sufficient revenue to give the state an 
adequate service, and the owners a fair return. 
To eliminate all discus 


cucsion about improvident leases nnd contracts, it W«B suggested that your 
Committee might require 
that the burden of any improvident leases or 


contract*—lo the, extent that they ar* improvident—should fill 
on 
th» 


stnckholders of the Boston and Maine Railroad and not on the public. Can 
anything be fairer thnn this proposi tion? 
WouH anything more restric 


tivo be fair to the railroad or work out tho beat insults for the public? 


Fourth. 
After a schedule of rates has been prepared the railroad is re- 


quired to elect whether it will accept the new schedule of rates or go back 
to the bn&is of 1883 and 1889, without having an opportunity to 
dtUrmin* 


how these n.'w rates in practice will work out. 
It i* the universal experi- 


ence that no one can te!l in advance how much revenue a new schedule of 
rntos will yield, especially when im portnnt changes are made in th* m»th 


( od of working out the schedule. 
So fully is this recognized that Commie 


sions and Courts alike have refused to allow changes in schedules on . th.* 
ground that the new rates imposed were too lpwr until they have been in 
orce n reasonable length of time and the actual results are known. 


The Railroad asks that it have 
a reasonable tune, say 
until 
July 1, 


1915, 
to determine the actual working out cf the new schedules of rate*. It 


is just as important to the State thnt it should have a probationary period 
before making n new and uncertain contract, as it in to the Railroad. 


Is it net cUar that the Boston and Maine Railroad could not accept such 
contract in lieu of 
the 
existing one? It is very much like the case of 


farmer who, having a contract to pay his hired man forty dpjlar* 
• 


month and being faced at the end of the season with a failure of crops, is . 
approached hy the hired man, recog niring the harj position his employer 
is in, with the proposition that the old contract be cancelled and that a new 
one be entered into at the rate of fif ty dollars a 
month. 
Th* 
farmer 


would not consider himself very much relieved by accepting such a proposi 
tion.

Two courses are optn to us. First, we can put back the f*w rates which 


are above the rates of 1&89 and rats* no other rataa, thus accentuating 
a 


situation which is full of alarming possibilities to the stockholders arid 
the public, menacing, as it would, an investment in these railroad proper* 


by" its'arbitration committee* and the 
company officials.
